During my recent visit to Ottawa, the question of the 
repair or replacement of the power plant of the Kuper Island 
Residential School was diseussed with Mr. Hoey and Mr. Phelan and, 
as a result, I was requested to ascertain if replacement could 
possibly be made for @ lower estimate than that submitted by 
Hoffars Ltd., Vancouver, and also, to include in my reply, infor- 
mation regarding the approximate cost of repairing the present 
plant. 


While in Vancouver recently I interviewed Mr. Vivian 
of the Vivian Engine Works and, suggested that he visit Kuper 
Island, look over our plant and submit an estimate of the cost of 
installing the power machinery and equipment necessary to meet 
the requirements of the school.

As requested I made an inspection on May 
24th of Kuper Island School building. Following is 
a report on conditions observed, 

Complaints have recently been received 
by the Indian Affairs Branch from the School Prin- 
cipal, Rev.Father Camirand, that extraordinary 
settlement has taken place and an inspection and 
report was requested, 

Kuper Island school was built in 1915, 
replacing a number of frame structures, The building 
4s a two-storey brick-veneered frame structure on 4 
concrete foundation. It appears to be substantially 
constructed except in a few details which will be 
reported on at length. It has been very well main- 


tained, A photograph of the building is attached, 


FOUNDATIONS 

The concrete foundations extend to the 
first floor level, 104 feet above the ground, and 
more than three feet below ground level (actual 
depth undetermined), There are said to be extended 
footings. The wall is 18" at the top and battered 
on the outside about 1 in 6 in the top six feet, be-= 
ing about 24 inches thick at ground level. 

Close examination shows no sign of settle- 
ment. A few hairline cracks 3 or 4 feet in length 
appear in the plaster coating on the outside near 


the side entrances of the wings and at the front but 
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there is no marked separation at these points. Interior 
basement walls are of concrete, furred, lathed and 


plastered. 


GROUND FLOOR 

The ground floor level 4s well supported by 
wood-covered steel columns in the wings and front 
half of centre section. The rear half is supported 
by partitions. There is no evidence of settlement 
on the ground floor except in chapel ceiling where 
hanging rear wall has sagged about 14 inches, Separ- 
ation along baseboards and wainscoating, ordinarily 


noticeable in frame buildings, is absent. 


FIRST FLOOR 

Only very slight unevenness at baseboards 
and wainscoating except at rear of centre section, 
above the chapel, where floor sag amounts to about 
3/8 of an inch at rear wall. The building is divided 
by a partition at the centre, the left half being 
occupied by boys and the right half by girls. First 
floor is supported by partitions in centre section, 
by columns and partitions in wings. Only two floors 


in wings. 


SECOND FLOOR 

Unevenness in floors noticeable commencing 
at stair wells, both ends of centre section. Consider- 
able sag immediately above chapel, separation of 
partition walls from rear wall and roof slope ceiling 
at several points. This is due to walls being pushed 


out of vertical by roof. 
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The sag noted on lower floors of the central 
section has accumulated in the attic ceiling and 
roof slopes. The apparent sag in second floor ceil- 


ing is about 2 to 3 inches; in the rear roof slope 


about 3 inches; in front roof slope about 14 inches, 


Actual sag probably is considerably more if measured 
from the true apex line to eaves. A sag in the roof 
ridge is also noticeable from outside, The ceilings 
in both boys and girls dormitories on the second floor 
are carried on rafters and rafter ties supported by 
two trusses of 23) feet span and 4'3" rise. 

The heavy cupola at the centre of the build- 
ing is carried on the centre corridor walls. The 


roof, ceiling and floors directly beneath appear normal. 


FRONT WALL 

Th front wall of the centre section is out 
of vertical about 1 inch inward along the front pro- 
jection and out of vertical outward about the same 
amount at each side of the centre section from eaves 


to second floor level. 


REAR WALL 

The rear wall of the centre section is out 
of vertical outward about 2 inches from eaves to first 
floor level all along except at the chimney where it 
appears plumb, the chimney being apparently unaffected. 
A number of cracks appear in the brickwork above the 
line of the chapel roof. The separation along the 
mortar lines is about 1/4-inch. Several of these 
cracks have been filled. One, possibly of more recent 


occurrence, remains open. So far as could be deter- 
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mined there is no corresponding sag in the framework 
backing and the brick ties appear unaffected except 
possibly where the brick has sagged. 

The Principal informs me that the sag in 
the top floor has been evident for many years but 


more recently there appears to have been an increase, 


CHAPEL 

There is a sag in the chapel ceiling directay 
under the hanging rear wall of the central section, 
amounting to about 1g inches. The sag no doubt 
accounts for the cracks in the brickwork above. There 
is also a noticeable sag in the slopes of the chapel 
roof. This is probably due to the fact that the 
ceiling is in part carried on the rafters. It was 
not possible to secure entrance to the space between 
the ceiling and roof of the chapel for examination, 
Indications of a slight leak in the corner of the 


chapel ceiling next the chimney were noted, 


The wings appear to be in very good condit- 
ion. Unlike the central section there are columns 
and beams supporting the ground floor and first floor 
but none supporting the first floor ceiling. There 


is a slight sag in the ceiling. 


Brickwork needs pointing in a few places, 


probably not exceeding 100 square feet altogether. 


The cause of sag in the ceiling and roof of 
the central section is insufficient support. This 
lack of support has in turn caused the outward thrust 
of roof components which forced the outside walls 


out of vertical, 
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the accompanying sketches show sugge sted 
installations for adding support to roof and ceiling 
and to strengthen the outside walls. 

In the case of the roof and ceiling support 
is to be provided by means of steel pipe columns 
based on the central corridor walls which are con- 
tinuous to the basement floors. Beams supported on 
the columns are to be transverse to ceiling joist 
and carried through the dormitories to posts at 
partition walls, Ties are to be added between ceil- 
ing joist and rafters as shown in accompanying sketch, 

It would be desirable to have an unimpeded 
floor surface in the dormitories but this could not 
be obtained except by the use of trusses. These 
would not be satisfactory even if suitably construc- 
ted as stable bearing points cannot be secured except 
by continuous columns carried up from the basement 
floor which would cause obstruction on other floors, 

In order to strengthen the walls against 
the outward thrust of the roof, it is recommended 
that ties be placed at four points indicated on the 
sketches where lateral support can be provided 
against vibration so likely to be caused in the dor- 
mitories. Present ties seem to be inadequate in the 
top floor, 

Two steel pipe columns are suggested for 
Support of the beam in the chapel. These are to be 
carried on the basement walls. It will be necessary 
to shorten two pews about six inches in order to 
leave an unobstructed aisle, 

The cost of the suggested repairs is estim- 


ated at $934.00. All wood columns in the dormitories 
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instead of steel would reduce the cost by about $100. 
While it is very likely the building will stand for 
many years without the suggested strengthening, I am 
of the opinion the designated Supports should be 
installed. It will be evident in comparing the floor 
plans submitted (minor details omitted) of the building 
as found with those of the original design, that many 
changes were made which seriously impaited the strength 
of the structure. The probability of snow load, which 
is always a possibility on this coast and sometimes 

of very serious proportions for short durations, 
evidently was not contemplated when the upper floor 
and roof was built, 

I do not believe there is any necessity to 
install beams and posts to support the ceiling of the 
first floor in the wings which have only a slight sag. 
Nor is there any urgency about strengthening the roof 
of the chapel which shows a noticeable sag. To do so 
would require a large expenditure. Such work could 
probably be more cheaply undertaken when the chapel 


requires a new roof, 


WORK 
It is very improbable that the walls and 
rafters can be brought back to their original positions. 
Whatever work of this nature is undertaken will need 
to be carefully done so as not to weaken the exist- 
ing ties. Most of these are inaccessible for refasten- 
ing without removal of much of the plaster on walls 
and ceiling, 
The estimate for labour includes provision 
for some repairs to plaster, repointing of brick and 


painting, as well as the necessary carpentry work, 
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Timber can be obtained at the sawmill at Chemainus, 
five miles from Kuper Island. Work can best be under- 
taken in the latter part of July or in August when 
pupils have all gone home. 

Since making the inspection of May 24th plans 
of the school have been received. In checking my notes 
with the plans it was evident that the building differed 
materially from the plans. I accordingly paid another 
visit to the school on June 14th. Asa result of this 
visit I have come to the conclusion that most, if not 


all, of the changes were made during erection.

Further to my memorandum to you of May 22na 
last, with reference to the above, I may say that we 
have now been furnished with a report dealing with 
conditions at the sehool, as observed by Me. Warren 
of Mr. Webb's staff, during two inspection trips carried 
out on May 24th last and the 14th ultimo. 


For your information and transmission to the 
Indien Affairs Branch, I am forwarding herewith duplicate 
copies of this report, in which it is stated that the 
visible faults are of long standing, but have recently 
become worse. ‘they are for the greater part confined 
to the central portion of the building. 


In this connection, I may sey that Mr, Warren 
has submitted prints of the existing layout of the various 
floors, and comparison with the original working drawings 
indicates many departures from the original design. 

The location of partitions has been changed, and & number 
of steel columns and beams, designed as part of the 
structural frame, have been omitted. No data is available 
regarding substitute measures adopted; but in view of 

Mr. Warren's report, it is considered likely thet the 
central portion of the building has not been sufficiently

Further to my memorandum to you of May 22nd 
last, with referenee to the above, I may say that we 
have now been furnished with a report dealing with 
conditions at the sohool, as observed by Mr. Warren 
of Mr. Webb's staff, during two inspection trips carried 
out on May 24th lest and the 14th ultimo. 


For your information and transmission to the 
Indian Affairs Branch, I am forwarding herewith duplicate 
copies of this report, in which it is stated that the 
visible faults are of long standing, but have recently 
become worse. ‘they are for the greater part confined 
to the central portion of the building. 


In this connection, I may say that Mr. Warren 
has submitted prints of the existing layout of the various 
floors, and comparison with the original working drawings 
indicates many departures from the original design. 

The location of partitions has been changed, and a number 
of steel columns and beams, designed as part of the 
structural frame, have been omitted. No data is available 
regarding substitute measures adopted; but in view of 

Mr. Warren's report, it is considered likely that the 
central portion of the building has not been sufficiently 
braced, and the load imposed by the roof has spread 

the top of the front and rear brick veneered frame walls. 
This has resulted in a separation of second floor par~ 
titions, and floor construction, from the exterior walls, 
as well as having caused a spread in the roof members.

is SYSTEM: Domestic water is obtained from an 
underground spring about ~ mile from the School. Water 
from the spring collects in a concrete lined pond, which 
in turn feeds a hydraulic ram. The rem pumps to an 
elevated tank which supplies water to the school by 
gravity. A further supply is derived from the pond by 
means of a gravity pipe line passing through a filter 
and thence to a concrete cistern of about 3000 gallon 
capacity, at the rear of the power houses This supply is 
surplus to the requirements of the ram. from the 
cistern water is pumped to two pneumatic tanks in the 
boiler room of the school by means of an electrically 
driven displacement pump also in the boiler room, or 
alternatively to the high level tank to supplement the 
supply from the ram, The supply from the pneumatic 
tanks is primarily for fire protection service.

RAM: A Columbia Hydraulic Ram f# 2 manufactured by 
Associated Engineering Corpn., Portland, Oree, appears 
to be in good operating condition.

The rated capacity of 
this pump is about 15 U.S. gals. per minute against 100 
lbs. pressure. This pumping system is intended primarily 
for fire protection purposes, but is used daily when the 
school is in session to supplement the ram supply to the 
elevated tank, by-passes being provided for that purpose. 


.t the time of my visit the pneumatic tanks 
appeared to be water-logged.

I have to refer to Mr. Phelan's letter of 
June 19th, 1945, in connection with the proposed 
purchase of a new engine for the boat operated by 
the Kuper Island Indian Residential School.

Father Camirand, Principal of the school, located a 
suitable boat, approximately 26' long, good engine of 
Canadian make, at the Navy Yard in Esquimalt, which 
he considered would be very useful for the time being. 


Subsequent correspondence with the War Assets 
Corporation indicates, however, that the launch in 
question has not been declared surplus and consequently 
is not yet available for disposal through the Corporation.

Dear Sir; 


We are having a considerable amount of trouble with the sewage 
system, due to the fact that there is no outlet where various branches take 
on to the main, and that there is no possibility of forcing steam through 
with quick result, heving to perform this operation at one or the other 
branch end, with the consequence that the contents are pushed back into 
lavatories and sinks. 


There is no diagram or plan of the layout here available, and 
therefore no means of knowing where to break through the cement floor to get 
at the right location so as to make some kind of an outlet. I have asked 
for the prints but have not heard whether they are available. 


~~ As this happens most often on the boys side and also with the 
laundry sewage, it would seem that a separate sewage for these two would be 
required, and “as the new lavatory for boys is about to be installed, this 
could be done before long. However this will require much labor and there- 
fore.expense as there would be need to dig through some six feet of hard 
clay,'ell the way from the building down to thw water. 


As Mr. Warren some years back supervised work anent a new lay 
out near water front, and probably has some idea of the general plan, may I 
suggest that if it appears in order, he be asked to come and examine possib- 
jlities of a separate sewage for laundry and boys lavatory« 


May I state that in the last four months, this trouble has happen- 
ed at least once every thpee weeks.

Memorandum to Mr. Webb:- 


Re: Sewage Disposal, Kuper Island Indian 
Residential School 


In accordance with your instructions an inspection 
of the sewage disposal works of the above institution was 
made on June &. The purpose of this inspection was to determine 
the most advantazeous connection of the proposed lavatory to 
the present sewage system, In this connection the following 
are my findings. 


Description of the present system 


The system, as originally constructed oonsisted of 
a septic tank with a 6 inch drain from the school and a & inch 
pipe outlet into the sea, The main branches ‘rom various 
washrooms and lavatories in the school consist of 4 inoh pipe. 
In 1931 the 4 inch outlet ‘rom the septic tank was abandoned 
and a new 8 inch outlet pipe was constructed. This new outlet 
by-passed the septic tank. The septic tank, although still 
serviceable, is no longer used. 


This system worked satisfactorily until approximately 
a year ago when various branches, especially the one leading 
from the boys lavatory, began to clog up priodically. 


Since the 4 inch branches leading from the various 
lavatories are of sufficient size for the population in the 
school, it appears that clogging is the result of the acoumu- 
lation of sand, gravel, and other material in depressions 
caused by possible settling of various branches. The 
principal also reported that ohildren, especially those 
starting school, were found on several occasions dropping 
fruit peels and rags into the drains. 


Recommended connection of the proposed 
washroom or lavatory 


Since the sewer branch, to which the showms, basins, 
and other equipment in the old lavatory are connected, passes 
by the room to be used for the new washroom, it appears that 
this new washroom or lavatory could be connected to the same 
sewer without any danger of exceeding the carrying capacity of 
the pipe. There will be approximately the same number of 
showars, wash basins, eto. in the proposed lavatory as in the 
present one. 


It is recommended that some provision be made to 
facilitate cleaning of the sewer in case of future clogging 
in the proposed lavatory. This could be done in one of two 
Waysi- 
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Installation of a@ check-valve and a tee in the 
branch leading from the lavatory. A hose oould 

onnested to the tee for flushing the sewer. 
The cheok-valve will prevent the water from backing 
up during flushing. 


Installation of a clean out chamber. This clean out 
chamber will then catch all the material such as 
large rags which otherwise would clog the sewer.

On June 9th, we had a call from the Keverend Father at the Indian 
Residential School at Kuper Island, informing us that the lighting plant 
had breken down. 


We dispatched a mechanic by plane to view the damage, which was 
extensive and comprised the following: 


le. Ome cylinder liner broken 

2. Ome piston broken 

3. One Connecting Rod broken 

4e One Bottom Bnd Bearing broken 

5. Crenkehaft journal very badly scored and would 
not clean up 

6. Side of Block broken 

7. Main bearings worn and would probably have to 
ve rebabbitted. 

8. Other pistem and rod should be roplaced. 

9. Should havevalve grind and fuel injectors and 
pump checked. 


This engine would have to be brought into our shop to repair. 


The cost of repairing the engine would be approximately $1700.00 
(including a new crankshaft). 


As an alternative, we could supply a brand new modern engine from 
stooke 


If the old engine is trade in and you will allow us to use the electric 
starting equipment, (which cannot now be obtained) from the U.S.A. in less 
than 6 months) the total cost to the Department would be $2500.00 for the 
new engine. 


From cur records the damaged engine has operated for over ten years 
with practically no maintenance or repairse 
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The value, to us, of the damaged engine is little better than 
steep value and we would strongly recommend the now engine.

Judging from the memorandum of Mr. D.W, a 
Gordon, dated July 8th and attached sketch plan, the 
construction of this portion of the building differs 
from that shown on the original plans, the wall in 
question being utilized as a bearing wall, and co- 
jumns supporting upper storeys being spaced at va- 
riance, with t hose plans. 


Before permission can be granted to remove 
the wall, the following information should be provided 
in addition to that supplied by the memorandum and 
sketch plan. 


Exact location of column above basement sto~ 
rey designated as "H" and whether of timber, cast iron 
or steel. It might be possible to jeave a portion of 
the concrete wall to act as a pier. 


The memorandum states the wall acts as a 
beam supporting ceiling between walls "A" and wc, 
This should be cleared up by showing the direction the 
joists run on the first floor, The type of beams su- 
pporting the floors should be given. The original plan 
shows 8" x 12" beams, on 6" steel pipe columns, We 
would like to be clear on this point. 


Upon receipt of the foregoing data, we are 
prepared to recommend the removal of the wall and pro- 
vide a solution for supporting the floors above.

We are in receipt of a report prepared by Mr. 
D. Gordon covering the inspection of the lighting plant 
at the above Agency requested by the Indian Commissioner 
and forwarded to this Division by District Chief Engineer, 
C.E. Webb, from Vancouver. We make the following comments 
4n connection with the report submitted. 


The electrical output of the main generating set, 
a Vivian Diesel Electric Unit rated at 15 EW 125 Volt, D.C., 
and powered by a 30 H.P. engine, is reported to be of 
sufficient capacity to handle the needs of the Agency buildings. 


The engineer, however, oan only get a maximum of 
approximately 45 per cent of the generator capacity from the 
unit when the diesel engine is running to capacity, and, in 
running to capacity, considerable operating difficulties are 
encountered. The diesel engine, if in good condition and 
installed properly, should develope the full rating of th 
generator without undue vibration. 


Mr, Gordon does not make a definite recommendation 
in his report regarding the diesel engine, and as we do not 
have any further information in this connection we cannot make 
@ recommendation in this matter. 


We are of the opinion that the present storage battery 
type of system should be retained, and suggest that the matter 
be further investigated to determine if the present engine can 
be put anto good condition to deliver the rated 15 KW output under 
favourable operating conditions, Mr, Gordon states that repairs 
are necessary in the amount of $1,900.00, but does not suggest 
that this expenditure would provide trouble free operation. 


We recommend that the matter be further investigated 
and that a definite recommendation be made as to the feasibility 
of repairing the present engine before further action is taken. 


We note that a new battery is required and it is 
suggested that close attention be given to the proper selection 
of the battery required to suit the installed equipment and the 
electrical bad demands of the Agency buildings before the new 
battery is purchased. 


We are forwarding herewith a copy of Mr. Gordon's 
report and covering letter from Mr, C.E. Webb for your information.

recommended.

Re: Bleetrieal System - Kuper Island 


Pureuant to your instructions, I made an 
inspection of the Kuper Island Sehool electrical system. 
The following is a report of my observations. 


Deseription 
fhe school is a brick structure built in 1915. 


It houses approximately 112 persone during the school 


session. It is the only populated part of Kuper Island 
except for one farm on the southern end and an Indien 
Village on the northera end which is occupied spasmodically 
between fishing, lumbering, hop-pieking, and berry-picking 
seasons. 
Power House 
Blectrical power for the school is generated 
in a power house, separate from the main school, by @ 
two cylinder 30 B.H.?. Vivien Stationary Diesel Engine 
Griving a 15 KW 125 Volt ©.G.E. direet current generator. 
Other installations included in the power house are 
(See Plan 1)t- 
(1) Standby equipment 6 H.P. Lister engine driving 
a 3 KW Lister-Bruston 110 volt direet current 
generator. 
Myers water pump and reduction gear connected 
to the standby Lister engine. 
Battery of 55 Coyle cells - 120 volts. 
Switehboard panel. 
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Distribution System 

The Sehool is connected to the power house 
switehboard by an overhead line which runs into the 
building to fuse and distribution boxes. All lines 
inside are in conduit. 

Served as well as the school are a woodwork 
shop, a barn, a recreation hall, and a house. 


Additional to the lighting of the above 


mentioned buildings, there are several appliances served, 


nemelyt- 
(1) 1/3 H.P. motor in the refrigerator fed by a 
direct line from'the power house. 
(2) 1g H.P. motor in the Bakery fed off the 
school system. 
(3) 1 8.P. motor on a cireuler saw in woodwork 
shop. 
(4) Three hand irons in the leundry. 
Capabisity of irepent system 
According to the engineer at the school, the 
maximum current generated at the switchboard when the 
Giesel is running to capacity is 50 amperes. This is 
almost sufficient for the operation of the present system. 
However, the diesel vibrates considerably when running 
to capacity and it's speed fluctuates enough to cause 
the lights to flicker. It should be noted that the 
30 H.eP. diesel engine should be able to drive the 
generator with almost twice the above mentioned load. 
Discussion 
The diesel engine was badly damaged in June 
of this year and requires repairs estimated by the 


maker to cost $1,700. Also, « new battery is needed 
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whieh will cost $800. As this is a total expenditure 
of approximately $2,500., it has been suggested by the 
Indian Commissioner for British Columbia that consider- 
ation be given to converting the system to A.C. 

vanta A 3 

{1) A.C. appliances and motors can be purchased 
easier end cheaper than similar D.C. This is not a 
great saving as the only additional appliances planned 
by the school staff are:- 

(a) Milking machine (probably requiring 
4 H.P. driving motor). 

(b) A@@itional equipment in woodwork shop 
(probably requiring two motors } to 1 
H.?,. and one of about 2 H,f.). 

(e¢) One or two small appliances in the 
kitchen such as a potato peeler. 

(2) If power is made available from the B,C, 
Power Commission at some future date, the conversion 
would be inexpensive. There seems little possibility 
of this change being made in the future because Kuper 
Island is at least four miles distant from the nearest 
point of land having electrical power. 
Adventeges of a D.C. System 

(1) By using betteries in conjunction with the 
D.C. generator, lights can be used at any time during 
the day or night without the main engine being required. 
If batteries are not used, the engine will have to be 
run all the time or else be equipped with an automatic 
starter. During the night, lights are required 
periodically and often are left on by the Indian 


chiléren, even though many attempts have been made to 
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whe 


stop this practise. This would result in the engine 
running almost continually even with an automatic 
starter. 

(2) Light and some power are available from the 
batteries for some time after a temporary breakdown in 
the main engine, 

(3) The cost of repairing the D.C. system although 
large is considerably less than the cost of a new A.C. 
system which would require new generators and moters ia 
addition to the repairs to the diesel engine minus the 
$800. for new batteries. 

Recommendation 

It is the opinion of the undersigned that 
the D.C. system should be retained. Also it would seem 
advisable, if a new diesel engine is purchased, to 
have some guarantee aforehand from the maker that the 
engine will be capable of driving the 15 KW generator 
to full capacity. 

The 15 KW generator Gan carry the present 
load in the school and as well could assume the future 


loads planned and already mentioned in this report.

Res_Estimates for 1949-50. 
Replying to your above noted letter I wish to report as follows: 


1) The necessity of a Launch for use at the Kuper Island Residential School 
has been stressed on various occasions by the writer. The present Launch 
which is owned by the school is certainly not @ suitable craft in which to 
transport Indien children to and from the school. In my opinioh the launch 
is unsafe except in fine weather and calm seas. My opinion of what is re- 
quired is something like this: 


28! to 32! in length with a minimum beam of 8'; 3h 
draft and powered with a 70 to 90 HeP. Gray or Kermath 
Marine Motor. ‘The cabin should extend the full length 
of the boat with a partition a little forward of mid- 
ships with the upper parv of the partition in glass so 
that the operator of the boat could supervise the back 
cabin which would be for passengers ~ front of the par- 
tition to be engine room and pilot house. 


The Present Launch is 26' long with a 6! beam and I would not advise spending 
any money on it. 


The Principal is away low on his estimate of the cost ef a launch of this 
kind and what is required. Personally I think it should be closer to seven 
thousand dollars ($7,000.00) and would ask that you raise the price on the 
estimate forms to that amount. 


The only alternative to the above, as I see it, is for the Department to pay 
the transportation to and from Chemainus Hospital when pupils are taken over 
there for medical attention and X-Rays, and also the transportation of all 
children going to and coming from the school throughout the school year. 


fhe necessity for a barn at this school is obvious and urgent to any one who 
has seen the present one which is so old thet it is not a fit building to 
house cows that are supplying milk to an institution of this kind. 


At the present time this barn houses fourteen to sixteen milch cows, three or 
four head of young stock, three horses and one bull. The swine are kept in 
a separate building which is also on its last legs. 


The actual farm connected with the school has an acreage of 72. This is all 
under cultivation or in pasture with the exception of twelve or fourteen acres 

in playground and building site. The actual division this year is as follows: 

3 acres potatoes; 1 acre in roots; 4 acres in corn; 2 acres in garden; 7 acres 


in oats; 22 acres in hay; 20 acres in pasture. 


The old barn is 80' x 41! x 18' high, with hay loft. About twelve feet are taken 
off the length by @ driveway through the middle for unloading hay, etc., into 
the loft. 


I believe that a new barn, 70' x 35" x 40! would be satisfactory but even 
that would cost a minimum of twelve thousand dollars ($12,000.00). T am not

so sure that the farming operations carried on at this school are econ= 
omically sound as it seems to me that it is costing them far more to 
operate than the returns received, However, the Auditors report should 
show that but as this office is not supplied with a copy I am not sure 
but simply surmise from my own observations and from asking questions. 

I should like to say that if the school was not in its present location 
I would recommend doing away with the cattle and buying milk for use at 
the school rather than try to operate a farm of this kind which, I doubt, 


can ever be done economically.

Replying to your marginal note of June 10th on memo- 
randum from the Director of Indien Affairs, dated June 9th, re- 
questing an inspection of fire escapes at the above school, which 
are reported to be unsatisfactory, may the following comments on 
the subject of emergency exits, be considered, 


Practically all these old schools have exits through 
windows, the sills of which are at various heights above the 
floor, in some cases as much as four feet in dormitories. The 
method of descent, in many cases, is by an iron pole from a 
structural steel landing at each floor. Obviously this method 
of descent is impracticable for small children. In addition, 
our experience in investigating these exits has been that the 
windows of dormitories leading to emergency exits have been 
nailed up or padlocked to prevent the older children from making 
unauthorized departures. The use of steel stairs in lieu of 
poles does not seem to be any solution where small pupils must 
descend several stories under winter conditions. 


Modern practice is to build a stair of noncombustible 
materials within a fireproof enclosure or tower, properly lit 
and having entrances from each floor. These towers can be used 
as ordinary stairs, and should be located at each end of the 
building by means of which the whole school pupilage and staff 
may leave the building with maximum speed and complete safety. 


Where fire escape stair towers cannot be added to an 
existing school, an effective type of fire escape would be a 
steel chute for buildings not over three storeys in height. The 
exits to these chutes should be from a door or window which would 
not impede the exodus of pupils and be in a straight line to the 
ground. By no means should @ circular chute be considered. 


This type of fire escape would be costly and depending 
on the school would probably occupy more space than is usually 
considered desirable. Furthermore if any fire escape is to serve 
the purpose in an emergency, entrance thereto must be unobstructed 
at all times. 


The Indian Affairs Branch will no doubt appreciate the 
reasons behind our recommendations. If they are prepared to under- 
take the construction of steel escape chutes for the above school, 
this Division will prepare a design and obtain estimates of cost 
from our field officers.

Further detailed study has been given to the 
alteration or replacement of the pole fire escapes and 
we find that replacement by wooden stairs enclosed in 
fire resisting timber towers will be a somewhat costly 
undertaking, as well as defacing the appearance of the 
building. Furthermore, the existing structure is not 
constructed so as to make the erection of steel chutes 
a practical solution, 


It is felt that the removal of poles and the 
erection of steel stairs and additional landings should 
provide an adequate and safe means of exit, The normal 
snowfall in the district in which the school is located, 
according to the meteorological service records, is be~ 
tween six and twelve inches in the month of January, with 
much less in the other winter months, Under these cir- 
cumstances, it is felt tnat to undertake the construction 
of enclosed stairways is unnecessary. 


Mr, C.E, Webb has been asked to obtain tenders 
for alterations and additions to the existing fire escapes 
based on details shown on the enclosed blueprint.

In reply to your above letter and further to mineg 
of August 12th. and 16th. last. I wish to advise after all known 
commitments are taken care, insofar as a new heating and hot wa 
system for the school is concerned as well as materials for the 
manual training building, ang approximate amount of $900.00 will 
be avilable for other purposes at the school and previously 
listed, out of the total sum of $4100.00 approved for this school. 


In discussing this with the Rev. Principal when we 
were trying to decide which would the next item in order of 
priority that should be done, the question of the farm came up 
and the necessity for the purchase of three horses as the present 
ones are so old and crippled that they are no longer of any use. 
The principa} is confronted with either buying a new team or a 
small tractor. The latter is certainly more economical than the 
horses, largely I think owing to small acreage available at the 
school as well as the high cost of feed and freight. The savihg in 
feed for horses will more that provide enough for two extra cows 
which are badly needed so that more milk and butter may be availabl 
for the pupilage. The labor saving will also be considerable and 
all to the good of the children. During all the years that I have 
been here this school has been operating from hand to mouth and at 
an annual financial loss. This has resulted in less food and clothe 
ing for the children which has been severely critized on many 
occasions, as well as insufficient staff, 


the fact that the Principal will provide 
mare of the tractor and plow, I Suld ask 
stretch a point in this instance and allow an 
be made available to assist the Principal in 
making the tractor which will cost about $1700.00 
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I know that supplying tractors to Residential 
schools mag not receive favourable consideration by the 
Department owing to the fact that the School is supposed to 
provide this eqtfpment from their own funds, which is reasonable 
providing the school was financially able to do so. However, 
Kuper Island school is not economically sound and never will be 
owing to its logation, small area of land suitable for 
agriculture and costly to get supplies and pupils to and from 
the school. 


For the above reasons I would recommend that we 
assist the Principal to an amount as mentioned in paragraph 3 
this letter.

Dear Sir: 


I understand there are some nine hundred dollars 
left for repairs and improvement at this scehool,the cost of repairs and 
work on the furnace and cost of material to complete Manual training 


shop having been deducted from the total appropriation for this fiscal 
year. 


In view of the fact that I am now obliged to 
replace the team of horses,old and not matehed, may I suggest that the 
Department consider investing the said nine hundred dollars in a tractor 
complete with double plow, as part payment of a total cost of seventeen 
hundred dollars, it being the responsiblity of the school to pay off the 
balance and to pay for any equipment needed later. 


I am well aware that it is not the policy of the 
Department to purchase farm operating items, as indicated in a circular 


of June 2Ist 1948, but I feel that my request as stated may be justified 
by the following reasonss 


The service of a tractor would lessen the cost of labor as the 
heavy work would be done in less time, and one farm help would be equal 
to doing all the extra chores besides,whereas with horses, the time factor 
being considered, there is need of extra help,as now the boys are no 
longer available, being in the classroom all day; and this cost of extra 
labor being less over a period of one year, the balance of the cost 
would be almost paid off. Subsequently there would still be a saving, 
and this could be utilized for the purchase of more food and clothes,two 
items which are the object of frequent criticism. 


There would be a benefit in this also that two more cows could 
be fed with what it takes to feed two horses, and therefore more milk 
and byeproducts made available for the children. It is to be noticed that 
the cost of feed presently is very high and made more so through the 
added cost of transportation due to the unusual location of the schoole 
There will indeed be a cost for the transportaion of gas, but a great deal 
less as the service station is nearby. 


A third reason is that the acreage is not large enough to 
supply hay and root crops in sufficient quantity for the year, as it 
is we grow more hay than root crops and therefore have to buy concen~ 
trates at exhorbitant prices to make up for what is wanting, added to 
this again the price of transportation, which of course would be greater 


for hay, had we to buy same, than for feed. With two horses less to feed, 
the improvement in this respect is obvious. 


Finally as to the funds that will be made available to pay off 
balanoe of purchase, I feel that these will accrue from less. expenditure 
for fire wood,due to the fact that there will be a power-take-off on the 
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page’2 . 
tractor; and with the saw we have already, will be in a position to 


out our own wood at a saving of three dollars per cord, two hundred cords 
being needed for the year. 


I trust the Department will view the purchase 
of a tractor as a very great help for this school and will consider my 
sincere request.

As you are aware, the Department allows

(1) This lad is an orphan being desterted by his mother 
some five years ago about two years after her 
husband-the boys father died-died, The mother left 
her two children , Roy and his sister Agnes age 8. 
with their grandmother(who is a widow) and has not 
come near them since. For the past two years the 
boy and girl have attended the St. Catherine's 
school, somewhat irregularly, and during the last 
two months Roy got completely out of hand and his 
grandmother was totally unable to control him. She 
was also having trouble with Agnes and asked me to 
send them to Kuper Island as she was afraid that 
they would get into some serious trouble, I agreeé 
to send Roy, but said that if she would keep Agnes 
for a little longer(in the hope that she might 
improve)after Roy left it might not be necessary to 
send the girl to the Residential School for at least 
a year or sO» That is where the matter stands at 
present and I would ask that the Department be good 
enough to approve of this arrangement. 


I understand that there have been some definite 
instructions issued regarding the transfer of children from 
Day to Residential Schools, such transfer not to be made without 
first reporting the case to the Department and getting the 
necessary approval. As I do not appear to have received such

I have your letter of the 2lst instant, 
with reference to the September quarter return of 
the Kuper Island Indian Residential School. As 
stated in my letter of the 14th instant, we only 
allow grant for 92 days for the September quarter. 
Your school closed for holidays on the 15th of 
June and consequently the children were only in 
residence for 76 days during the June quarter. 
However, the Department had allowed grant for 
the full quarter, or, in other words, grant for 
16 days, or a portion of the holiday grant 


Consequently we could only allow the balance; 
namely, 46 days in the September quarter.

Dear Sir: 


I beg to state I have recieved your letter of 
26th instant, and gather therefrom that the holiday period grant of 62 
days covers normally the period extending from July Ist. to September Ist, 
irrespective of the fact that the pupils leave June I5th,20th, or any other 
day in June; and that if part of those 62 days grant is taken in June quar- 
ter, that much has to be deducted from the September quarter. 


By this I see that I lose out in a great way by 
wanting to have the pupils leave for the holiday period on June I5th to 
return on August I5th,so that they may be in school before the general 
migration to the Hop fields, a reason for absence from school in the begin- 
ning of the year. In fact I am out of somefive hundred dollars here also, 
besides the decrease of that much also in the September grant due to a de~ 
layed return, as explained in another letter. 


By force of this and for a better financial condi- 
tion, I beg to request that the holiday period be maintained as before, 
namely July Ist. to September Ist.,hoping that with the organization now 


available, the truant officer or police will be equal to bring about a 
more timely and regular return of pupils for the opening date.

Dear Father Camirand: 


I have your letter of the 6th instant, in 
further reference to the per capita allowance of 
the Kuper Island Residential School. A review of 
your quarterly returns and the correspondence that 
we have received from you indicates two things: 


le That your enrolment is not sufficiently large; 


2. That a number of the pupils do not return 
promptly upon the expiry of their leave. 


If you had your full enrolment end all 
pupils returned promptly at the end of the holiday 
period, you would not suffer any loss in grant. 
Changing the dates of the holiday period will not 
make any improvement in your grant, unless the two 
factors mentioned above are remedied. I realize that 
it ie no reflection on you that the conditions 
mentioned above exist and, in the hope that it may 
be of some help to you, I am writing to the Indian 
Agent urging him to recruit all possible cases for 
your school.

Dear Mr. Moore; 


As you are probably aware, the Department 
allows grant for 92 days' summer holidays for each pupil 
at a residential sohool. Usually schools commence the 
holiday period on the first of July, which means that all 
pupils should be returned on the first of September. In 
the case of those pupils who were in the school on June 
30 and allowed home on holidays at that time and returned 
to the school promptly at the end of the holiday period 
on September 1, grant is allowed for the September 
quarter for the full quarter. However, if any pupils 
do not return on September 1 the school loses grant for 
the period from the end of the holidays until the date 
on which the pupils return to the school. In the case 
of the Kuper Island School, they have been in the habit 
of taking holidays from June 15 to August 15 and conse- 
quently part of the holiday leave is allowed during the 
June quarter and the balance, or 47 days, is allowed 
during the September quarter. In other words, for a 
pupil allowed home on holidays on June 15, who does 
not return on August 15, the school loses the grant for 
the period from August 15 to the date of the return of 
the pupil. I have been in communication with the 
Reverend Principal of the Kuper Island School with 
reference to his grant and he seems to be under the 
impression that, due to our regulations, he is losing 
erant. 


As a matter of fact the reason his grant 
is not as large aa it might be is owing to two conditions: 


(a) The enrolment is not sufficiently large; 
(b>) Some of the children did not return promptly upon 


the expiry of their leave.

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As an illustration of (a) I might say 

that the authorized pupilage at the Kuper Island School 
is 100. We only allow grant for 92.24. In the December 
quarter, 1942, the average attendance at the Kuper Island 
School was 72.44, in March, 1943, 85.6, in June 84.65 and 
in September 74.92. You will consequently see that the 

rent earned by the school would have been much larger 

f the attendance for each quarter had been 92.24. of 
course, the September average is slightly lower than 

the others, due to the fact that a number of the children 
did not return upon the expiry of their leave on August 
15. My purpose in writing to you at this time is to 
bring this matter to your attention with the hope that, 
4f there are any children who should receive institutional 
care in your agency, you will give the matter your personal 
attention and arrange to have them placed in the Kuper 
Island School at the earliest possible date. It is 
understood, of course, that they would be eligible for 
admission to that school upon all religious and medical 
grounds. I should appreciate hearing from you within 
a — or so regarding your efforts in this particular 
regard.

During a visit to the senior room of the Tsartlip 
Indian Day School yesterday I received the following information: 


“Christopher PAUL, Roll Woe 11. of the Tsartlip Band 
age 51 years, and a widower, who is employed as a fireman at the 
Patricia Air Port, has three children attending the Tsartlip 
schools, Dorothy, 17 yearss Philip, 12 years and Anna, 8 years. 
It appears that Christopher (or Chris. as he is commonly called) 
is doing considerable drinking and neglecting his children to the 
point where he takes them into Victoria about onee a week and 
leaves them in his car while he goes off by himself hunting his 
favourite bootlegger.- The outcome being that Philip, gets tired 
waiting and he too goes off and occasionally gets drunk himself 
and stays away for @ day or sometimes longer hanging around 
Chinatown only returning home when he runs out of money or friends 
Chris. apparently can do little or anything with this boy-which 

dad in view of the example he himself sets-and 
elf into town even during the weeks 
All of which adds up boy being on the fair road to 
getting himself into serious trouble. 


I also understand that while Chris. does nothing 
to correct the boy, he occasionally gives his daughter Dorothy 
the occasional beating although she is a good girl and is a very 
good student at school and anxious to improve her education. It 
appears that a short time ago the girl went to school with her 
nose broken and her eyes blackened as the result of a beating 
from her father, who apparently takes out all his pent-up spite 
on her. 


The Rev. Sister Maureen Regan, Teacher of the school 
in discussing the matter with me suggested that we take Philip 
and Anna away from their father and send them to Kuper Ise Res. 
school, but when the matter was suggested to Chris. by the 
Missionery, he definitely refused to allow them to £0. 


I am therefore referring the matter to the Depart- 
-ment with the recommendation that the Mounted Police be asked 
to pick up both of these children at their home, without even 
getting the permission of the father-if necessary, and take them 
straight up to Kuper Island Res, school and they be made to 
remain there even during the summer holidays if considered 
advisable. I kmow this is more punishment to the children than 
to the father-who is really responsible-but owing to the fact 
that the children will not lay a charge against him for neglect 
there is little that can be dJone through the Courts without 
evidence, and even if we did have the evidence, the children 
should still be sent to the Residential school. I would like 
to have a reply by Air Mail. Major D.M,iMacKay is getting a copy

Thank you very much indeed for your letter of the 24th. 
inst. instructing me to take Sammy Jack, age 12 years, to the 
Kamloops Residential School. I think this is an excellent idea 
and one which should work out very well indeed for the boy. 


I should now like to report on a similiar case which 
has to do-this time-with a girl of the Cowichan Band called 
Agnes Charlie, whose father died about 10 years ago and was 
deserted by her mother in 1938 when she went to the U.S.A. leaving 
her two children, aged 5 & 4 years at that time, in the care of 
their grandmother, Mrs Mary Kate Mechel of the Cowichan Band. This 
arrangement worked out satisfactorily until about two years ago 
when we started having trouble with Roy and Agnes about not 
attending schoole Charges of Truancy were laid but owing to the 
fact that their Grandmother admitted lack of control, they were 
sent to the Residential school at Kuper Ise but refused to stay 
there and kept running away- Sometimes weeks elapsed before they 
could be rounded up and returned, only to again run awaye This 
condition of affairs kept up until last Spring when Roy,aged 13 
years then, was charged with tampering with a Railway right of 
way switch, admitted his guilt and committed to the Boy's 
Industrial school in Vancouver and where he still is» After this 
Agnes would attend the local Day School off and on~-just enoughs 
to make it hard to get anywhere with a charge under the Truancy 
sections of the Acte However, she was again sent to Kuper Ise but 
stayed only a metter of two or three weeks and ran away again, 
taken back again by the R.C.M.P. but ran away again in a matter 
of hourse She is not going to school now but rather running 
hither and yon not paying any attention to the warnings given by 
the writer or to the instructions of her guardiane As this girl 
needs dicipline and plenty of it, I should like to request that 
you make the necessary arrangements to have her admitted to the 
Kamloops Rese school tooe 


The question of getting her there will not be a 
problem as I can take Sammy Jack and her up by car at the same 
time and Mrs Moore can accompany me as Matron. We will be able 
to get the two children up in one day from Vancouver at much less 
expense,and with a fraction of the trouble,than by traine 
Kindly reply by Air Mail and immediate action will be taken to 
take both children there early next monthe

I beg to attach herewith a copy of a letter re= 
ceived from the Reverend Principal of the Kuper Island Residential 
School relative to Virginia Bob, number 0477, and which I trust may 
be found self-explanatory. 


For your information I should like to report that 
I had the father of this girl in the office yesterday and tried to 
impress on him the importance of keeping a watchful eye on his 
daughter, Virginie, and which he agreed to do. Taking into conside~ 
ration all the circumstances connected with this case, I deemed it 
advisable to allow Virginia to return home yesterday to her father, 
as there was emple evidence submitted by the father and the Principal 
to indicate that the School Authorities were unable to handle the 
girl and I was fearful that she might run away from school and teke 
some of the other children with her. For your information I should 
like to say that the Kuper Island School seems to have a great deal 
of trouble lately with the older pupils - boys and girls alike - and 
I cannot help but feel that the discipline and some of the teachers 
or supervisors are to blame. Sometimes I feel that the discipline is 
too strict while at others I am of the opinion that it is not strict 
enough and at times there is evidence of definite lack of respect on 
the part of the pupils. This was indicated recently when three or 
four girls ran away and on being rounded up by the Missionary one of 
the pupils told the other runaways to slap his face if he tried to 
make her go back to the school. 


Virginia Bob was born on October 17th, 1930 which 
makes her over 16 years of age now but it was hoped that we might be 
able to keep her peacefully in school until the end of the current year, 
In view of the circumstances connected with this case I trust that 
my actions may be approved in allowing this girl to leave the school 
without being officially discharged. This letter is going forward

Four children of Sulamina Jack, aged 12, 10, 
8 and 5, have been causing a good deal of concern. 
They are nominally in charge of their grandmother who 
is at present working on a local berry farm. She leaves 
the children alone all day and they spend their time 
wandering the highways for a radius of several miles. 
The oldest, a boy, David, made friends with a white 
land, and between them, did a little house-breaking 
and stealing from the empty houses of David's Keserve - 
also a store in near-by Sidney. David was taken 
up to the Kuper Island Residential School but this 
was far from satisfactory as the School is not organized 
to care for children during the holiday months. The 
younger children of this family are still wandering 
around. 


There is a great need for a Home which 
would give year-round care and guidance to the neglected 
children of all ages, both school age AND pre-school- 
age. Good care and discipline during their growing 
years might reduce the number of irresponsible teen- 
agers who, as at present, are fast giving birth to 
& new crop of neglected children,

Sebastin JACK, child of Cecelia JACK( 86) is 
cause for much worry as he has been breaking in Indian 
homes , and away most of the time, to the extent that we 
cannot keep up with him, and there seems to be no way of 
correcting him as he appears to be mental. 


Of late he has been picking up all the mat~ 
ches he can get to, and was found smoking in one of the 
school rooms. He often goes up to the hay loft in the 
dead of night, and my worry is that he may set the place 
a fire. 


These last two days he has been hiding in 
the woods, and feeding most likely on what he has taken 
from Indian homes. This has been going on most of the 
time during these holidaysy and in view of the fact that 
the child has no decent home, I felt we would just have 
to put up with it, but as he is getting to be a menace and 
the Indians are ail much annoyed over it all, I thought 
I better mention this and see if something could be done.

I examined this boy at Chemainus Hospital on October 10th, 1950, at 
your request. The reason for examination involved the boy's conduct at Kuper 
Island Residential School, where he has been mixed up in several episodes. 
Physically, he is well developed, is well nourished and has a tidy appearance. 


The only abnormal physical finding was a heart mrmur, which does 
not impair,his routine daily activities. He is alert, makes friends easily 
-- but immediately breaks into tears when questioned regarding his conduct. 


He is in grade III -- which is not advanced enough for a twelve 
year old boy, but he has been away from school a great part of the time. 


He claims he does not like Kuper Island School, but possibly most 
children would say they did not like school. He definitely denies stealing 
money in the last episode, where several boys tried to escepe from Kuper 
Island Residential School. 


Sebastion's several attempts at escaping and staying in barns 
overnight, would seem to me to be an endeavour on his part to make himself 
as big a nuisance as possible so that he would be suspended. However, his 
grand-mother says this boy woflld often hide away and they would have to search 
for him, However, this boy is not an imbecile. He may have a lower I. Q., 
than average and is easily led by other boys into trouble. 


I would recommend that Sebastion be taken from Kuper Island 
Residential] School, to see how he gets along, in a different atmosphere.

You will recall the case of the above noted, who was accused by the 
Reverend Principal of the School mentioned, as being an imbecile. 


No evidence was submitted at that time, other than a note from Dr. 
Goodbrand, stating almost verbatim the sentiments of Father Camirand, These 
he changed, later. 


Recently, this lad and two others ran away from school and spent two 
days in the bush, They stole some money from the school, before leaving, and 
later some from an unattended store on Thetis Island. Most of the latter "take" 
was recovered, 


Charges of theft were laid against the boys and they were adjudged to 
be "Juvenile Delinquents". The parents of the three boys paid back the money 
to the Store keeper, and two of them were placed in charge of the Principal of 
the school. Sebasion, was blamed as being the ring leader by the Principal - 
- although he stated almost immediately, that he was easily led. 


This statement by the Principal left little for me to do, except ask 
the Court to order Sebastion Jack's discharge to the care of his guardian, on 
condition that he be ordered to report monthly, to the Magistrate. I also 
suggested that the parents of the three lads be ordered to repay the amount 
stolen, plus Court Costs, These suggestions were agreed to by the Court, and 
each parent paid his one third share of the missing funds -~- amounting to 
approximately ten dollars ($10.00), each. 


Sebastion is now at home with his grand-parents. I have assigned 
him to St. Catherine's Indian Day School, and, in all probability, will get 
along alright. After attending Court, I am more convinced than ever, that 
poor supervision generally, was the cause. 


Goodbrand, and Dick, 
dealing with Sebastion's mental condition.
